Sir, —  In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees 
of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  conditions  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1934. 

This  is  the  seventy-first  annual  report  of  the  Hospital 
Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital,  the 
South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the  Sana- 
torium Division,  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station, 
the  East  Bioston  Relief  Station,  the  Convalescent 
Home  and  the  West  Department. 

The  Convalescent  Home  which  was  in  operation  from 
1890  to  1932  is  at  present  closed.  The  West  Depart- 
ment since  its  close  as  United  States  General  Hospital 
No.  10  in  1928  has  not  been  in  use. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  on  May  7,  1934, 
by  the  election  of  Mr.  Joseph  P.  Manning  as  president 
and  Dr.  George  G.  Sears  as  secretary. 
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In  May,  Mr.  George  A.  Parker  was  appointed  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  term  ending  April  30,  1939, 
in  place  of  Mr.  Karl  Adams,  retired. 

Expenditures. 
The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  the  Sanatorium  Division,  during 
the  fiscal  year  were  $2,983,067.30.  Of  the  total  operat- 
ing expenses,  $2,234,482.19  was  expended  upon  the 
hospital  proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $249,910.34  on 
account  of  the  Out-Patient  Department;  $266,474.17 
on  account  of  the  South  Department;  $73,945  on 
account  of  the  Haymarket  Square  Relief  Station; 
$44,027.51  on  account  of  the  East  Boston  Relief  Sta- 
tion; $1,398.91  on  account  of  the  Convalescent  Home; 
$3,110.62  on  account  of  the  West  Department,  and 
$109,718.56  was  expended  by  Emergency  Relief  Ad- 
ministration for  purchase  of  supplies  and  materials  for 
hospital  building  renovations.  Of  the  amount  spent  on 
the  Pathological  Laboratory,  $56,531.11,  $48,616.76  is 
included  in  the  hospital  proper  expenditures,  $2,261.24 
in  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $5,653.11  in  the 
South  Department  expenditures.  The  total  amount 
spent  on  the  Thorndike  Memorial  Laboratory,  $55,- 
188.40  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper  expenditures. 
Of  the  total  amount  spent  in  the  X-Ray  and  Photo- 
graphic Department  $80,516.21,  $37,842.62  is  charged 
to  the  hospital  proper  and  $42,673.59  to  the  Out- 
Patient  Department.  Of  the  total  amount  spent  on 
the  Department  of  Physical  Therapeutics,  $24,115.89, 
$4,847.29  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper,  $19,220.37 
to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $48.23  to  the 
South  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the 
Department  of  Immunology,  $5,433.93,  $597.73  is 
charged  to  the  hospital  proper,  $2,553.95  to  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  and  $2,282.25  to  the  South  De- 
partment. Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Clinical  Labora- 
tories, $18,833.77,  $18,268.76  is  charged  to  the  hospital 
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proper  and  $565.01  to  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Surgical 
Research,  $12,444.64,  $6,222.32  is  charged  to  the  hos- 
pital proper  and  $6,222.32  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment. Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of 
Oral  Surgery,  $7,590.70,  $1,745.86  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper  and  $5,844.84  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Social  Work,  $27,231.18,  $13,615.59  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $12,798.65  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment and  $816.94  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  on  ascertaining  the  settlement  of  patients, 
$2,625.74,  $2,546.97  was  spent  on  the  hospital  proper 
and  $78.77  on  the  South  Department. 

In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital  proper 
and  South  Department  are  combined  under  the  title, 
"Main  Hospital."

This  fund  will  be  used  for  the  erection 
and  maintenance  of  a  surgical  research  building,  to  be 
named  in  honor  of  Dr.  George  G.  Sears.
